The attached information is provied for your review. Claire Miller has 
advised my assistant that Al Newman was not placed on the ineligible 
volunteer file after receiving my September 19, 1990 memo because he was not 
a registered scout. Note page three of the November 14, 1990 memo preoared 
by Post Advisor Little stating that "Al took care of almost all of our 
explorer activities". 

In all probability Al Newman was hoc registered because of his prior 
conviction for sexual abuse. However, it is quite possible that he will 
attempt to continue to be involved in scouting or the CAP program if allowed. 

Since Al Newman has been involved with an explorer post, registered or not, 
I recommend that he be placed on the ineligible volunteer file.

To wham i t may concern: 

During the period 10 Nov 89 to 13 Nov 89, several incidents 
have come to my attention that require me to inform you of the 
past and present conduct a-f Al Newman. 

The Civil Air Patrol has a "Cadet Protection Policy.' 1 This 
policy requires all Senior members (adults) working with Cadets 
(youth) to be finger printed and have an FBI background check 
performed prior to being allowed to work with Cadets. 
This policy has been gearing up since approximately 
November 1988, and it was basically placed into full operation 
this August 1989. 

Early August 1989 Al told Mary Krueger, the Unit Commander 
and Committee Chairperson, why he could not even submit the 
r equi r ed paperwork to comply with this directive. 

Al told her, in caniidanca y that several years ago 
(approximately 1984-86) while he was working with a church youth 
group in Michigan, he was either accused of molesting or abusing 




three bays at the camp. He was arrested and convicted. Al 
claimed to have had very poor legal representation from an 
overworked public defender. The public defender told him that if 
he plead guilty, he would only have to serve a few years; 
however, if he plead not guilty and fought the charge, he could 
get many more years. Since Al could not af-ford to pay for better 
legal advice, he plead guilty and served approximately one year 
in jail in Michigan. 

Al claims to have received numerous letters - from family, 
friends, his CAP Unit Commander from Arkansas, his minister and 
others - all defending him- However, this was not enough to 
convince his public defender to take the time needed to defend 
him against all the charges. Al claims he was innocent. 

The reason I can tell you what Al told Mary is that later in 
August a directive came down via the CAP radio network. That 
directive stated that effective immediately, ALL PERSONNEL 
WORKING WITH CADETS WILL HAVE THE CADET LEADER IDENTIFICATION 
CARD. Mary was unable to attend the meeting that evening, so I 
was in charge. I had to deal with all the quest i on s surround i ng 
the new directive. John Li ndenwi rth , the Personnel Of f i car , was 
ask i ng f or Sen iars to show thei r u Red Cards, " the Cadet 
Leader Identification Card . However , that woul d not caver the 
Seniors who had their applicati on s pen ding. 

I had a print out listing all Seniors and whether or not 
they wer e pending or accepted to war k with Cadets. John asked 
:a see this print out, and I gave it to him. He noticed that Al 
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did not have any clearance to work with Cadets. This caused him 
to can-front Al . Al told John his application was lost at 
Nat i anal HQ. Af t ar tal k i ng wi th John , Al came to me and told me 
his story. He told me that he had already discussed this with 
Mary - 

Mary and I discussed Al ' s story. We -felt he told us bath 
the same story, and it was believable. We bath felt that Al was 
innocent and deserved a chance to quit and leave grace-fully. 

I have known Al for many years. We went to High School 
together and participated in many of the same extra curricular 
activities. I recruited him into the Civil Air Patrol just after 
Hi gh School and went an many acti vi t i es together . So 1 had n a 
problem believing his story. 

Mary told me that she had al ready asked Al to start phasi ng 
himself out of the program. That was not easy for Al who was 
our : Act i ng Chap 1 ai n , Recrui ting Officer, Publ ic Af fairs 
Qf f i cer , and in charge of our col or guard . Al ai so took care of 
almost all of our Explorer activities. 

Al gave Mary his word that he woul d get out of all the 
activities he was involved in. He even told me this* He told 
Mary and I, that the reason he would tell everyone far leaving 
would be, he was going to take a class on Monday night. Mary and 
I accepted this. He did start to get out, but for some reason he 
came back. 
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He organised and ran our annual "Qpen House 1 ' for new members 

an October 16th. After that night, Mary told him the "Open 

House" was absolutely the last activity he was to run or attend 
with any Cadets present. 

He showed up for the end of our week! y meeti ng on November 
6th, After the weekly meetings, most of the adults go to some 
fast food restaurant, and Al joined us. At the restaurant, I 
heard him talking to another adult about a Christian comedian who 
was going to be at some church (I can't rec all the name of the 
comedian or the church) on Friday night. He was asking her if 
she wanted to come along. She did. I got into the conversation 
and said I wanted to go to. It appeared to me that only adult 
members would be invited. 

On Friday November 10, I called and talked with Al . I found 
out he had invited some of the Cadets at this time. I knew it 
clearly was NOT a CAP or Explorer activity, but did the Cadets or 
their parents? That night, none of the Cadets that were to meet 
at my apartment showed up, and we went on to the church. The 
place was said out so we had to turn around and come back. Al ' s 
sister was supposed to pick up another Cadet, but we never saw 
them. 

On Saturday, November 11, Al attended the Veteran's Day Parade in 
Downtown St. Louis. He took pitures of the parade and our 
marching unit. He was told not to attend. 
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(At the request of the family involved, I have been requested not 
to include names at thi s ti me, If it is absol utel y necessary, 
the i ather will talk with you, ) 



That evening, Friday November 10th, the mother of one of the 
invited Cadets overheard her son talking with his friend, another 
Cadet- She heard them say something like this: 

Son: I don't want to be around Mr. Newman, so I won't go to 
that thing tonight. 

Cadet#2: He can't try anything with two a-f us there* 

A-f ter hearing that , his mother tal ked wi th him and found thi s 
out : 

One day (back about January 1989) Al cal 1 ed up son . Al 
said he would be timing several Cadets for their mile runs, 
Al p i eked son up at his house and drove to the track . No one 
was at the track except far Al . San ran his mile- When he 
was finished, Al asked if he needed any uniforms. Son said 
he did and wen t to Al * s house. 

At his house they went into a room where the uniforms 
were kept and there was a mattress on the floor. Son said 
that Al took his measurements far the uniforms. While 
measuring his inseam, Al made it very uncomfortable for him. 
San said Al measured very high in the groin area. When son 
was going to try an same pants, son wanted to go to the 
bathroom to change- Al told him to try them on right there 
in front of him, so he could check the fit. After they 
finished with the uniforms and son was dressed, Al put son in 
a bear hug on Che mattress, woul d not let ga and held him 
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dawn far a period of time. 

At the next meeting son asked the rest of the Cadets 
why none of them were there to run their miles. NONE af the 
Cadets he asked knew anything about it. 

The mother and father then asked Cadet#2 what he was talking 
about . All Cadet #2 woul d say was he was too uncomfortable to 
discuss it with the father. He did allude to that he was held in 
a bear hug , and that another Cadet was pi aced in a si mi 1 ar 
position. The father told him that was fine and did not press 
the issue. 

The Cadet's father states that he reels that there was no 
physical abuse to his son at that time, but "It came pretty damn 
close. "
